We have not built a beaotiful marbie
hall eofting & quatter of a million of dollars,
like our brethren in Chicago, norhave we raised
the movey to do this like New York and Wash-
ington, but we believe that some wood has been
accomplishied In Philadelphiu. God has pros-
pered many of our efforts to benefit young men,
And we believe that, through our instrnmentality,
some, At least, huve been lod to acknowlodge
the power of the truth as it e in Cuhrist. For
this wa thank God aud take cournge, Belioving
hat the day I8 coming when our claims will be
fully recognized, when the means will be forth-
coming 1o bulld & temple in our city of Phila-
delplia devoted to the eleyation of young men,
an ingtitution which shall extend a8 a bulwark
of uniled strength and nghteousness in our
great thoroughiare worthy of the cause we re.

stituted—saving e gsould of young men, many
of them astray upon the tide of human exist-
ence, During the past year over 1800 youug
men bhave been sdded to our rolls, maklog our
entire membership over 5400, Probably not
more than one-third of the above are declded
Christians, but weirustthal through sgnotilfyiug
influences the line of destruction may be lessened
until all pre nnmberad in the housebold of raith
Bince our last auniversary wa bave lost twg of
our prominent broihers, Professof N. ¥ Jtioh-
ardvon and George Cookman, Esi. gor jormer
President—yonug men ol brillignl jntellects,
with warm Onristisn henrts aonseersted to the
work of thelr Mastor, Phey have inllen like
true Christian Larriors, with thelt armor on,
and tholizh they are dead to us they sre still
apenking, “Bo ye ready; work while it ls oulled
to-day, for the night of dealh 18 commg.” Aud
oh! as we mies thelr geninl préseoce i this
Loyuua scene to-night, let us lift our benrts, dear

rethren, young men members of this Christinn
